Pastoral Leases- 

A settler in that part of the Province 
probably most directly interested in the 
matter, animadverts with some severity 
upon the system of pastoral lease*. 
It would appear from his letter, and 
we may say it is confirmed from other 
sources, that very general dissatisfac- 
tion has arisen out of the working of 
the present law. And, indeed,, it could 
not well bo otherwise ; for one can see 
at a glance how completely the settler 
making a pre-emption on land held 
under one of these pastoral leases 
would be at the mercy of the lessee. 
But our esteemed correspondent would 
Beem to be unaware of the fact that 
this subject occupied the attention of 
the Legislature during its late session, 
and that an amendment was made to 
the law which it was thought would in 
n great measure overcome the difficulty. 
If we recollect rightly, it was the 
senior member for Kootenay District 
who pressed upon the attention of the 
House the necessity for making some 
provision whereby the prc-omptor 
under such circumstances might enjoy 
reasonable protection. In this he 
was strongly supported by the senior 
member for Lillooet, and in advocating 
the cause of tho pre-emptor both of 
these gentlemen put the case in very 
much the same light as our corres- 
pondent does. The conscquenco was 
that the following clause is to be feund 
in the Land Amendment Act of last 
session:- -"Persons who have pre-empt- 
ed lands, or shall hereafter pre-empt 
any lauds heretofore leased, or which 
may horeaftor be leased for any of the 
purposes aforesaid, shall have the 
right of passing and repasssing over 
such leased lands without being deem- 
ed trespaesers : Provided, always, that 
Buch person shall not commit wilful 
waste or damage in passing over such 
lands. Any person who pre-empts 
land held under a pastoral lease, and 
who 'bona fide' cultivates at least ten 
acres thereof per annum, shall have the 
privilege of pasturing not more than 
fifty head of his own stock on the said 
leased land in the winter time, that is, 
between; the first day of November, 
and the first day of April following, 
upon his paying to the lessee named in 
the pastoral lease, on account of the 
actual expenses incurred in and about 
the leasehold, an annual sum propor- 
tionate to the number of cattle grazed 
upon the land." We are free to admit 
that this can only be regarded as a 
partial remedy; and to what extont it 
will meet the case we can scarcely 
venture to judge. At the same time, 
the subject is obviously involved in 
considerable difficulty, as the two in- 
terests are of a nature not to be easily 
harmonized. Of the two, we uro bound 
to regard those of the actual settler 
who seeks to create a homestead as 
being of greater importance than those 
of the man who only seeks a run for 
his cattle and may really have no in- 
tention of becoming a fixed resident of 
tho country. The letter of our corres- 
pondent would seem to point to abuses 
in tho matter of pastoral leases, and 
to certain improper doings on the 
part of those who, from their connec- 
tion with tho making or administer- 
ing of laws, ought especially to keep 
their hands clean. This is not the 
first time that intimations looking in 
tho same direction have reached us. 
But we do not feel called upon to 
enter upon this branch of the subject 
at tho present time. Doubtless all 
parties will be brought under a rigid 
scrutiny when tho Legislature re-as- 
sembles; and common prudence would 
counsel the greatest circumspection in 
dealing with these pastoral leases, as 
well as with other matters. 



The First Division 

Our oxchangcii give a full report of the 
discussion which took plaeo in the Do- 
minion House of Commons, on the 7th 
inst., upon the Wost Peterboro oleetion, 
and which (as is already known) resulted 
in the Government being sustained by a 
majority of sixteen. The case stood thus: 
The Opposition contended that Mr, J!pi- 
trnm, the Grit candidate, and received a 
majority of votes, and that the Returning 
Otlioer had illegally and improperly re- 
turned the opposing candidate. They, 
therefore, attempted to sent their man by 
resolution and not await the usual course 
of Committee proceedings. This tho 
Government opposed, contending that the 
caso must tnko tho usual course bofore a 
Omniittco of tho House*, A v< rv lengthy 
and most ablo (on both sides) debate 
arose. Tho Houso divided at half-past il 
and tho voto stood 95 to 7'J in a House of 
172 niombors. Tho ministerial journals 
claim tho result to bo quite satisfactory 
under the circumstances, contending, 
•with apparent reason, that with a full 
House, tho Government would have fared 
vary much bettor, several members from 
tho Maritime Provinces, Manitoba and 
British Columbia having been absent. 
Reference to tho division lists shows 
that Messrs. Nathan, Nelson, Hewdney 
mid Thompson voted with the Govern- 
ment. Tho name of Mr. DeOosmos does 
not appear in tho division, Iron, which 
hiH abrenee may be inferred, Wo note 
that tho Opposition organs seem souie- 
"iou at tho result. 



Have we a Pilot Board? 

This question seems to bo suggested by 
the marine disaster recorded in another 
column. Tho loss of the barque Almatia, 
unfortunately does not stand alone. It is 
tho last of a series of marine disasters in 
these waters, into tho circumstances con- 
nected with nono of which has tho proper 
investigation boon made; and it must bo 
admitted that some of theso accidents 
have happened under circumstances es- 
pecially calling for inquiry. Even tho 
least reflective mind must see that the 
tendency of tho present state of matters in 
this respect is to enhance the rates 
of insurance and freights and 
thereby seriously prejudice the mari- 
time as well as tho industrial interests of 
the Province. Indeed, it is to be feared 
that n oontinuanco of the present condi- 
tion may result in an absolute refusal to 
insure vessels resorting to our ports. At 
whose door does tho blame lie V It would 
seem that the Federal laws regulating tho 
matter have not yet been extended to 
British Columbia, and that wo are, 
consequently, still working (?) under the 
extremely imperfect system which Con- 
federation found us with. This delay in 
extending tho Federal regulations would 
seem to be censurable; but tho local au- 
thorities would appear to bo still moro 
censurable in not looking after those im- 
portant interests intrusted to them. We 
do not profess to know whether tho Execu- 
tive Government or tho Pilot Hoard (if 
there be such in existence) is responsible 
for this very unfortunate condition of 
mat ters, or whether the blame rests with 
both of these todies; but this we do 
know, that a great deal of indignation is 
being expressed. If the gentlemen com- 
posing tho l'ilot Hoard will not act, would 
it not beaproper thing for them to resign, 
and thus relievo themselves of farther re- 
sponsibilities in tho matter? We hear it 
asserted that the real blame is traceab.'e 
to tho Government; but if such be the 
caso it would still appear to us to lie the 
true policy of the members of the Board 
to resign, if they cannot act. In so far as 
the pilots are concerned, wo would not be 
understood as assuming either incompe- 
tency or wrong-doing in thus urging tho 
necessity for making a proper enquiry in- 
to all casos of marine disaster. If the 
pilots are all they should be, they must, 
on their own account, desire proper in- 
vestigation, for their professional reputa- 
tion is endangered. If they are not, tho 
public have a right to know it.

Wreck of the Bark Almatia! 

♦ SINGULAR FATALITY! 

k Sometime in November last the Ameri- 
can bark Almatia, Capt. Friio, (with Capt. 
Pamphlet, pilot, onboard), whilst bound 

* for Burrard Inlet to loud with lumber for 
Melbourne, was compelled, during a gale, 
to cutaway her masts and rising, when 
near Skipjack Island, about 25 miles from 
Victoria. Sho was towed into this har- 
bor and refitted at a cost of several thou- 
sand dollars. About six weeks ago sho 
was towed to Burrard Inlet, where she 
took in a cargo of 803,000 feot of lumber 
for Melbourne. On Saturday afternoon 
tho Almatia, with Capt. McKumon (pilot) 
on board, started from the Inlet in tow 
of tho steamer Maude, Capt. Holmes. 
The Gulf of Georgia was crossed safely 
and tho steamer headed for Plumper Pass 
intending to come through. At midnight 
on Saturday (tho night being pitch-dark) 
Capt. Holmes discovered that, instead of 
entering the Pass he was running on the 
shore of an island lying at its entrance 
Tho steamer sheared out of danger, but 
the bark struck, and although an effort 
(which promised to be successful) was 
made to get her off tho lines fouled and 
tho swell carried tho vessel farther on the 
beach, where she bilged. Capt. Friis camo 
to town on Sunday, and yesterday, ac- 
companied by Mr. Roderick Finlayson, 
Lloyd's Agent, went round in the steamer 
Enterprise to ascertain whether the bark 
could be gpt off. 

This, the second disaster to tho Bame 
yesBel in our waters, within a brief space 
of time, calls for a searching investiga- 
tion into the circumstances attending it, 
as well as into tho Pilot Service of the 
Province. Tho frequent occurrence of 
such disasters is truly alarming, aud 
calculated to damage the Province com- 
mercially to an incalculable extent. 

Washington Territory.

Tho Tribune says tho North Pacific got 
$500 for carrying tho mail one trip last 
week from Olympia to Port Townbend. 

The Waldron Company were to per- 
form last evening at tho Columbia Hall, 
Olympia. 

A labor exchange and express is being 
established at the town of Seattle. It is 
wropoeed to run an express to every place 
on the Sound.

Robbery with Violence at 
New Westminster 

Tho "Royal City" has been thrown into 
a stato of unwonted excitement by tho 
perpetration of an outrago which has not 
its parallel in this Province. A few months 
ago J. C. Dieter, a respectable Gorman, 
took up his residence at New Westminster 
and opened J. T. Scott's saloon in that 
city as a lunch and supper room. On 
Friday night last, about 12 o'clock, 

TWO MEN, 

one described as short, the other as very 
tall — entered tho saloon and called for 
oysters. They were supplied by Mr. 
Dietor, who was alono. After eating the 
oysters tho mon paid and wont outside and 
Diotor took the money from tho till and 
plucod it in tho safe, intending to closo 
for tho night. While in tho act of locking 
tho safe ho was suddenly 

SEIZED FROM BEHIND 

and his arms pinioned. He squirmed in 
tho grasp of tho intruders and turning 
half round saw that ho was in tho hands 
of the two men who had just before left 
tho house. They wore masks, but tho 
clothing established their identity. Dieter 
had barely time for tho merest glance, 
when ho was gagged and bound and 
thrown like a 

SACK OF POTATOES 

on tho floor. Tho villains then opened 
tho safe and abstracted the money. They 
next raised Dieter and led him out of the 
house, along tho water-front; then cross- 
ed tho townsito and entered tho brush, 
at a point about one and a half miles 
from town. Dieter, who was still gagged, 
by signs and confused utterances 
all tho while implored them to 
have mercy and let him go for the 
sake of his 'family. Deaf to the poor 
mail's entreaties," tho rubbers led him 
Homo distance from the road, knock- 
ed him down and proceeded deliberately 
to 

» BEAT IN HIS HEAD 

with stones and clubs. When they 
thought him dead they lied. Towards 
morning Diotor recovered his conscious- 
ness and managed to crawl to tho road, 
where he was discovered about 8 o'clock 
covered with blood and almost dead, by a 
passer-by, Tho gag was removed and 
Dieter was conveyed to his house. A hue- 
and-cry was raised and the country is 
being scoured for the perpetrators of tho 
crime. Word was sent by Mayor Cun- 
ningham to Captain Raymur, at Burrard 
Inlet, aud also to Moody's Mills. Tho 
men were strangers. Some think they 
wore deserters from lumber ships at Bur- 
rard Inlet; others think thoy answer the 
description of those famous land-pirates, 

SHEl'LEY AND BROWN , 

who ravaged tho coast with impunity last 
year. Dieter's recovery is doubtful. Ho 
was only married three weeks ago. Wo 
expect further particulars of this unparol- 
lod outrage to-day. 

^NJThb steamship Prince Alfred arrived at 
i o'clock yesterday afternoon and went 
into Esquimalt harbor. She will come 
round this morning to discharge freight, 
of which sho has 218 tons. The passen- 
gers number 50.

Rkcd?bocitt.— The U. S. Houso of 
Representatives have passed a bill em- 
powering the President to issue a pro- 
clamation admitting fish and fish oils free 
of duty from Canada, Newfoundland and 
Prince Edward Island, after 1st July next, 
provided he shall be satisfied that Canada 
and the said Provinces are doing likewise.

Pastoral and Political- 

Editor Colonist. — Tho pastoral lease 
law has given very general dissatisfaction 
hereabouts. In fact, it has caused cj nito 
an excitement. It is asserted that thore 
aro at present over thirty thousand acres 
of the bowt and most available land in 
this part of the Province hold by a few 
speculators under cover of pastoral lease. 
It is true the law does not prohibit pre- 
emption on these lands. But who, I ask, 
in the name of common sense, iw going to 
pro-enipt any part of such lands '! Before 
his stock have had tiino to chew their cud 
he is notified by the big holder to keep 
hit) cattle within the bounds of his pre- 
emption! Of course that is practically 
impossible. The settler has, therefore, 
Hobson's choice of doing without cattle. 
True, ho may "(lot up and get;" but it 
will hardly be contended that either al- 
ternative is calculated to encourage settle- 
ment. It need excite no surprise that 
this lease system has given biith to con- 
siderable ill feeling amongst neighbours, 
and although no lives have yet bcon lost, 
matters are looking very threatening in 
a number of, instances. Doth parties de- 
clare themselves prepared to light for 
what they conceive to bo thoir rights. 
Tho leaseholder orders tho pre-emptor to 
remove his stock or pay his (tho loase- 
holdor'a ) ilomands, The pre-emptor asks, 
"Whore shall I go ? If I remove them 
off tho loased lands I will havo to seek 
pasture ground (it may be) twenty miles 
from homo; or olso drive them up into 
tho mountain snows, where they will die 
of starvation. I will do neither, "but lot them 
remain where they aro. Inni willing to pay 
a fair and just proportion of rout in re- 
spect of my cattle; but nothing more." Of 
sourse this proposition is rejected by tho 
largo holder, who has tho pre-emptor at 
his mercy. Such is tho condition of 
things consequent upon mal-legistion, and 
it reflects littlo credit upon tho honorable 
body. So strong, is publio indignation 
growing up this way that many of tho 
mon), rospeotablo settlors talk about get- 
ting' up* ujammoth petition asking the 



Governor to dissolve tho present Houso 
and order a general election. Should that 
bo ilono, I venture to say somo of the 
members for this part would be relieved 
of their responsibilities, I havo also 
heard that one of tho present members 
for this District has sold himself and the 
best interests of his constituents, I do 
not kuow what this means, unless ho has 
something to do with applications for 
certain leases so much talked about round 
hero. I hoard one respectable settler de- 
clare that should this suspected member 
put up again for election, ho would nomi- 
nate a Siwash and bet on his winning! I 
am not a politician, nor havo I any doairo 
to bo; but this much 1 will say, that if tho 
Government were to bring down a bill 
prohibiting tho furthor settlement of tho 
lands by pre-emption in this part of the 
country they could not frame a more of- 
fectivo measure for that object than tho 
present lease system.

Dominion Parliament. 

The first session of tho Second Parlia- 
of Canada was opened at Ottawa on tho 
5th iust. The scene is described by our 
exchanges as tho most brilliant of the 
kind ever witnessed in Canada, Crowds of 
people thronged through the terraces; tho 
steps to all tho doors wore crammed; the 
plank walks to tho square were full of 
anxious spectators an hour beforo tho 
tirno. Inside the Senate gallery was full 
at 1 o'clock; half an hour later it was 
jammed so that ingress and ogress wore 
alike difficult if not impossible. The 
floorof the Senate chamber presented a 
very brilliant scene, the presence of Lady 
Dufferin added much to tho eclat of the 
spectacle. When His Excellency entered 
the chamber he must have been gratified 
with the scene beforo him, proving as it 
did, the people's regard for him, and their 
loyalty to the Crown ho so worthily re- 
presents. 

The members of both Houses being in 
attendance, His Excellency delivered tho 
following 

speech. 

"In addressing, for the first time, the 
Parliament of Canada, I desire to express 
the satisfaction I feel in resorting to your 
advice and assistance as well as my 
deep sense of my own good fortune in 
being permitted to associate myself with 
you in your labors and aspirations for the 
welfare of this Dominion. 

I rejoice to think that my assumjition 
of office should havo taken place ut a 
period when the prospects of the country 
appeared so full of promise, when pence 
asd amity prevail amongst neighboring 
nations, and when so many indications 
are afforded of the success" with which 
Canada herself is consolidating her politi- 
cal unity to develop her natural re- 
sources. 

In accordance with tho decision of Par- 
liament, and to carry into effect tho legis- 
lation of last session, I havo caused a 
charter to be granted to a body of Cana- 
dian capitalists for tho construction of tho 
Pacific 1 Railway. Tho company now form- 
ed has given assurance that this great work 
will be vigorously prosecuted, and the 
favorable state of the money market in 
England affords every hope that satisfac- 
tory arrangements may bo nmdo for the 
required capital. The papers and corres- 
pondence relating to this subject will bo 
laid before you. 

During the past year the surveys for tho 
improvement and extension of our system 
of canals, for which appropriations were 
made last Session, have been in active 
preparation, and 1 am happy to inform 
you that the plans and specification for 
the enlargement of the Welland and the 
construction of the Baie Verte Canal have 
boon completed, and that tho works can 
now bo put under contract. The surveys 
for tho St. Lawrence Canals will, I am 
assured, be finished in time to commence 
tho work at the beginning of next year. 
This will insure tho completion of all 
these great undertakings at tho saruo 
period. 

It is gratifying to know that tho efforts 
made to encourage immigration have met 
with a great measure of success, and that 
the numbers seeking a home in Canada 
have been greatly augmented during the 
past year, r do notdoubt your readiness 
to make ample provision for tho steadily 
increasing stream of settlers that may 
hereafter bo annually expected to add to 
the population, wealth, and strength of the 
Dominion. 

The compilation of tho first census of 
the Dominion approaches completion, and 
this would, therefore, seem a fitting time 
to provide for the establishment of a 
proper system for the accurate collection 
of scientific and statistical information. I 
would commend the subject to your at- 
tention. 

It is important that provision should be 
made for the consolidation and amend- 
ment of tho laws now in force in the sever- 
al Provinces relating to the Representation 
of the People in Parliament. A measure 
for this purpose and one for the trial of 
controverted elections will ho submitted 
for your consideration. 

Your attention will be invited to mea- 
sures for the amendment of the laws relat- 
ing to Pilots, to Salvage, and to the 
Trinity Houses of Montreal and Quebec, 
as well as for tho improvement of the 
laws generally affecting our Merchant 
Shipping. 

Experience has shown that tho duties 
now performed in the offices of the Secre- 
tary of State and the Secretary for tho 
Provinces may bo readjusted witb advan- 
tage to tho public service. A Bill on 
the subject will be laid beforo you. 

Among other measures, Bills will bo 
presented to you relating to the Criminal 
Law; to Weights and Measures; and to 
the Amendment and Consolidation of the 
Inspection laws. 

Iu the Houso of Commons on tho 5th 
on motion of Sir John A. Macdonald, 
seconded by Hon. Ml". Langovin, Hon. 
James Cockburn was re-elected Speaker, 
by acclamation. 

In tho Houso of Commons, on tho 6th, 
the Hon. V. Mitchell gave notice of the 
following motions: That it is expedient 
to provide by law for preventing aoojdonts 
to vossols sailing from Canadians ports at 
certain seasons, from tha carrying of deck 
loads, and to impose penalties for tho con- 
travention of such law. 

That it is expedient to make one law 
common to the whole dominion of Canada, 
respecting Pilots and Pilotage, and em- 
bracing those provisions of the laws of 
the several Provinces, and of tho United 
Kingdom, which have boon found most 
advantageous in practice, with such 
amendments ns havo boon found desir- 
able. 

On tho same day Mr. Mills gave no- 
tice of a Bill to disqualify Members of the 
Legislative Councils and Legislative As- 
semblies from Bitting or voting in the 
House of Commons,

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

Canada. 

Ontario, March 19. — Last night a fam- 
ily named Price, with some friends, liv- 
ing at Port Bruce, were attacked aa they 
were getting out of a sleigh, by five mon, 
who were armed with clubs, and beaten 
so badly that Geo, Price, an old man, 
died from his injuries. Another man 
named Warren is not expected to survive, 
and three others are seriously injured. 

Europe 

London, March 20— Tho Houso of Com- 
mons presented at unusual spectacle yes- 
terday, in anticipation of an important 
communication from Gladstone announc- 
ing tho terininationof the ministerial crisis 
by his return. The gal laries were crowd- 
ed with spectators, and among tho dis- 
tinguished visitors were Princo Christian, 
and many members of the Lords. As 
Gladstone and Disraeli entered tho House, 
loud cheers, were successively repeated by 
the respective supporters. 

When Gladstone rose to make his state- 
ment, cheering was repeated this time from 
all parts of the chamber. He said he was 
now able to acquaint the House with the 
fact that he and bis colleagues in oflico, 
with Her Majesty's premission, was pre- 
pared to carry on the Governwent. 

The Premiei's statement was frequently 
interrupted by applause, which was warm 
aud long continued. 

In the House, Granville announced the 
decision of tho Government, in a speech 
differing 1 very little from that of (.Bad- 
stone. 

Wise, tho alleged eonfederate of parties 
who committed forgeries on the Bank of 
England, was up before the Court for ex- 
amination, Tho witnesses for tho Bank 
gave testimony, and the case was ad- 
journed. The prisoner was remanded to 
Newgate. 

London, March 21 — Tho steamship Cel- 
tic, which left March 13th, carried out 
Inspector Webb, of the London Police, 
who took extradition papers to secure the 
return of Georgo McDonald. 

London, March 17.— The demonstration 
by the Irish population in favor of Home 
Rule for Ireland and amnesty to impris- 
oned Fenians, fm- which arrangements 
had been making tor somo tiaio, took place 
in Hyde Park yesterday afternoon, and 
was participated in by a very largo num- 
ber. Tho authorities mode every prepar- 
ation for tho suppression of disorder, but 
there was no disturbance except in one 
ease, where an excited person attacked 
one uf tho Grenadier Guards because the 
latter had on n red ooat. In tho scuflle 
which ensued tin arm of the soldier was 
broken. 

Viscount Ossington, John EvylinLeni- 
son, died last night, in the 73rd year of 
his age. He was a member of Parliament 
almost continually from 18Kt to 1 872, and 
Speaker of tho House of Commons from 
1H57 to the your of his retirement. Tho 
death of Henry Thomas Lowry Corry, 
member of Parliament for Tyrone, is also 
announced. He wus 72 years old, 

Berlin, March 12.— Tho German par- 
liament convened to-day. The Emperor 
opened the session in person in a spoeeh 
from tho throne. Tho Emperor said he 
believed that negotiations now in pi ogress 
would in t he entire evacuation of France 
by the German troops ut nu earlier day 
than had been heretofore expeotod. 

Eastern States. 

Nsvr York, March 21 — The elocution 
of Foster took place in tho Tombs at 17 
minutes past 9 this morning. 

Steamer Morriniac, which arrived from 
Brazil yesterday, brought 35 Englishmen , 
members of n party of 1500 who left Eng- 
land for that country in November last, 
under flattering promises nmdo by what 
pretended to be tho Brazilian Coloniza- 
tion Society. Tho whole party suffered 
heavily; many dying of starvation and 
others unable to leave tho country for 
want of means.

The Bank of England's Loss 

Dotal is of tho Croat Forgeries— How 
Women Managed the Plot. 

New York, March 17— London papers 
of tho 3d und 4th instant give the follow- 
ing details of the great forgeries on the 
Bank of England: I t was discovered on 
Saturday that hills to an enormous amount 
had been forged upon all the principal 
houses in London, and that bills had been 
discounted at tho Western branch of the 
Rank of England, Burlington Gardens, 
which docs an entirely different kind of 
business from the parent establishment in 
the city. It is intended for the conven- 
ience of gentlemen and ladies and West 
End tradesmen who might find it iucon- 
venient to journey to tho city in order to 
transact their occasional business. It is 
not, therefore, ordinarily connected with 
tho large bill transactions of city com- 
merce, and in consequence is less* hound 
by strict regulations in dealing with any 
business of that nature which might acci- 
dontly bo brought to it. The conspirators 
must have been aware of this, and laid 
their plans for approaching the Bank of 
England by this weaker portion of its de- 
fense. 

Warren, an American, who managed 
the plot, was in no hurry, and took care 
to gain a good footing before he ventured 
on his ultiinato enterprise, lie behaved 
for some time just like an ordinary cus- 
tomer of good resources. He drew upon 
his balance and renewed it, but kopt it 
always at a good figure. After a while he 
deposited some bills; but they were good 
anil genuine bills. Still he 'was careful 
not to be hasty, and he continued his 
transactions with tho bank until he had 
acquired tho reputation of a person en- 
gaged in legitimate commerce, and of be- 
ing thoroughly trustworthy. 

At length the moment camo for the pre- 
sentation of the forged bills. Thx-y were 
discounted without, hesitation, and tho au- 
thors of the fraud had to all appearances 
succeeded in safely pocketingnhout £100,- 
000. All these arrangements were mas- 
terpieces of ingenuity and patience, but 
tho bills themselves must havo required a 
great amount of labor. In the first place, 
many of the large firms upon whom the 
bills purported to bo drawn, are in the 
habit of issuing a peculiar kind of paper, 
with certain water-marks and printed mat- 
ter. All this would have to ho imitated 
andns the bills were drawn on more than 
one firm there must have been several im- 
itations. There remained tho drawing of 
the bills and affixing of the signatures, 
and each hill must have required a series 
of successful forging. Some of the bills 
were hacked by BeYernl acceptors, so that 
there might easily bo as many as half a 
dozen signatures on a single bill; yet tho 
bills wore so perfect that not uno of them 
was questioned on the ground of the ac- 
ceptances not appearing genuine, 

But the men who had exerted a skill, 
foresight and perseverance sufficient to 
insure the unhesitating acceptance of 
theso forged hills could not eseapo one 
trivial blunder which revealed tho plot. 
They presented two bills in which tho 
dato of acceptance had been omitted. In- 
quiry was of course made of the firm 
whose acceptance was thus undated, nnd 
it was discovered that the bills wore not 
genuine, and tho wholo series wore then 
found +o bo forgeries. 

How much further the plot might havo 
been carried it is impossible to say. Ad- 
vertisements have been published cau- 
tioning brokers, bankers, and all persons 
against dealing in a number of United 
States live-twenty, ten-forty and funded 
loan bonds, amounting in the aggregate 
to 8237,000, they, it' is alleged, having 
been acquired out of the prohts of theso 
forgeries. The loss to t he Bank of Eng- 
land iu stated to be £80,000. The Roths- 
childs" are reported as one of the firms on 
which tho forged hills were drawn, but 
no other names are given, 

AKKEST 01' TIIItEE AMF.TUCANS, 

London, Ml). 18,— Three shabbily dross- 
ed men, who aro believed to be Americans, 
were arrested in Cork this morning while 
attempting to deposit 812,000 in a bank 
in that oity. They are supposed to bo 
tho parties who recently committed the 
frauds on the Bank of England. 

New York, March 18— The London 
Telegraph of tho 5ih has tho following ad- 
ditional particulars ooncerning the frauds 
on the Bank of England. So fur as yet 
known tho firms whose signatures havo 
forged are as follows. Messrs. RotllB- 
ehild; Baring Bros. &Co.; Brown, Ship- 
ley k Co.; .1. II. Sehroedor <fe Co.; Luse 
&Sibeth; B. W. Blydenstein; J. t C. 
Imthurn; tho German Bank of London; 
the London and Westminster Bank; the 
Union Bank, and tho Bank of Belgium 
and Holland. Of the proceeds realized 
nbout jCfiO.OOO was invested in United 
States bonds, nil of which were purchased 
from Jny Cooko, McCulloeh <t"Co. The 
person who passed himself off as Warren's 
clerk was arrested in tho offico of the 
Continental Bank on Saturday morning 
while on his way to Jay Cooko, MoCuI- 
looh & Go's, for a packot of bonds of tho 



value of £20,000, tho check for which had 
been duly paid by the Bank of England 
tho previous day. Of course, the firm in 
question knew nothing of tho bills, and 
the fraudulent nature of tho trail snctioua 
was then, for the first time, ascertained. 
The bonds, which are advertised, aro pay- 
able to bearer, aud those of which Wurren 
himself has obtained possession.
